There’s a careless assumption being made that 
organized labor leaders in New York City proved 
they will hold the balance of political party some 
day In the near future because the American Labor

This ts supposed to be more significant than the 
outcome of elections in other cities, where candidates 
supported by organized labor were defeated. 
But there’s something else to think about, in con­ 
nection with the New York 
election.

monthly Owynne, a blue blood relative of the Van­

Hi- has spent most of his time since the war 
in Paris where he was born and was a rousing spirit 
in the American crowd that circulated about Place 
Vendotne 
Hi', mother still lives there. He had a twin 
brother with whom he fought side by side in the 
world war and who was

Owynne, a silken voioed young man. blonde and with 
a cherubic face and seraphic .smile, has fooled many 
in rough and tumble scraps in his playboy days.

Too. there is so little left of the actual Broad­ 
way that it could not support a magazine. 


In one of my early reaches for the next rung in 
New York I was articled to a brochure called "Th*1 
Key to New York.” It was to be a give-away on hotel 
desks and railroad terminals 
My job was to write 
a column of information and to solicit advertising. 
For six weeks, before the proposed launching, I “con­ 
tacted the advertising prospect«” and hold what is 
probably the world's record in complete floppery

no instance did I ever get beyond an office boy

stage. As I was on a commission basis, my six weeks’ 
soliciting totaled zero, to say nothing of car fare 
And there was a Marie Dressier “Old Min" type of 
boarding house landlady up in West ?2nd street who 
was waiting in the hall every night tor my arrival.

It you are interested in buying a 
tropical bird, you must make sure 
that the bird is in good health and 
free from p ittacosis. To do this 
you should demand a certificate of 
health frcm those who .sell the bird. 
All imported birds are carefully 
watched for any sign of disease 
even while enroute to this country 
ThlA. plus a rigid quarantine, ha., 
eliminated danger of psittacosis, a 
danger which caused .so much j»T»- 
prehension a few years ago.
